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INTRODUCTION 


Most of my customers, I think, understand that this 
Supplement is intended to go with my Spring Catalogue, 
and, though it offers kinds which should not be set in 
spring (Tulips, Narcissus, etc.), it does not include many 
perennials which are often set in either spring or early 
autumn. For such, please see my Spring Catalogue, sent 
you last spring. 

Most of the hardy perennials may be set with success 
in autumn by mulching with fine straw or leaves, which 
keeps the light and sun from reaching their roots in win- 
ter, and prevents the heaving by frost. Some of the Irises 
treated in this way do finely, which, without this protec- 
tion, would hardly survive a severe winter. When peren- 
nials can be set early in autumn, and get a little start 
before winter, they give more and better bloom the fol- 
lowing season than when the setting is left for late spring. 
It is very important, however, that the plants be set early 
enough to enable them to get something of a root growth 
before cold weather. I would not advise late setting for” 
any of the herbaceous perennials. Lilies and other bulbs, 
if well covered, for the most part may be set until frost 
prevents. When late setting is done, a good muleh will 
often protect the plants and prevent them from being 
thrown out by frost. ;

LILIES 


In ordering Lilies from this list, customers should bear in 
mind that for the most part my bulbs are taken direct from the 
beds, and, with the use of sphagnum moss, can be sent without 
the usual loss of shrinking of outside scales so common in store 
bulbs. They are as fresh when received as when taken from the 
bed, and usually without the loss of roots, which seldom come 
with store bulbs. I have found this same sphagnum moss which 
I use in packing the bulbs, to be very beneficial to some of them, 
and we use loads of it every year under and around the bulbs 
when planting. I now use it under all my auratums, testaceums, 
candidums, Hansoni, Grayi, and some of the speciosums, espe- 
cially album and rubrum. For the auratum I have found it the 
best thing I have ever tried. 

Once in about three years in some localities the white grub is 
very injurious to Lilies, eating the roots and even the bulbs of 
some kinds, especially such as the varieties of the elegans and the 
tenuifoliums. If the season at such time is favorable to the de- 
velopment of lily blight, the tops and also the bulbs are attacked 
by blight. I*think it is often owing to this loss of root and the 
eating of the bulb that the blight kills so many Lilies. If the 
bulbs can be dug before the grub has begun on the bulbs they 
may be saved by setting in new ground free from grubs. 

Many of these Lilies may be set by the middle of September 
or sooner, but the auratums, speciosums, Henryi, Maximowiczii, 
and sulphureum will not be ripe enough to remove before October. 
The candidum is better set not much later than in September, 
and the longiflorums, though ripe earlier, seem to give better 
results when set after September 10. 

Orders will be filled from beds as long as my stock of each 
lasts, but L. candidum will be for the most part imported. I can 
guarantee them to bloom, however, if properly set, and in cold 
climates like this they should have a covering. For further in- 
structions as to culture, description, etec., see Spring Catalogue, 
which will be sent if you have not already a copy.

Daffodils, or Narcissi 


Early-flowering, bulbous plants, coming before the tulips and 
after the crocus. One of the most important groups; fine for 
cutting, and of easy culture. Though any good garden soil suits, 
they prefer a rather stiff, deep soil, and if the situation is such 
that they are shaded from the sun a portion (a third or half) of 
the time, so much the better. They do well among shrubbery. 
To get the best results, they should be set in August or Septem- 
ber, so as to make a good root-growth before winter. When late 


setting is done, the best results are postponed until the second 
season.

Like most early-blooming plants, ‘Trilliums give better results 
the following spring when planted in autumn in time to make 
their regular root-growth, which seems to take place a few weeks 
after the stems have died. They form a very pretty group, which 
comes into bloom early, and whose leaves make a good display 
after the flower has passed. ‘Trilliums like a light soil, with a 
mixture of leaf-mold or peat. and for most of them, a little well- 
rotted manure will be beneficial. Although they may, as a rule, 
be grown in the sun, a partial shade is the most natural place. 
They look best when in good-sized groups. In a good position 
they last almost indefinitely.

Parties wishing these sets by mail 
will be given cost of postage upon application, where mailing is 
possible. Wecan ship safely by freight in autumn most of the 
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plants we grow, even as far as California. These offers are sub- 
ject to surplus stock being sold. ‘his stock is not a poorer grade 
than is used in filling orders for single or dozen lots. Evergreens 
should not be ordered after October 1, and deciduous trees and 
shrubs better not be moved before October. Bulbs and plants 
which are entirely covered when set can be ordered until winter 
prevents.
